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The  theft  of  items  from  Mass. 
Art  is  something  that  continues 
every  day.  Whether  you  realize  it 
or  not, everything  you  bring  with 
you  to  school  is  in  danger  of  be^ 
ing  stolen  from  you.  Library  books 
can  walk  out  of  the  pile  of  books 
that  you  might  leave  somewhere. 
Cameras  can  be  forcibly  removed 
from  your  neck.  Wallets  float 
through  the  air  from  pockets  and 
pocketbooks  not  guarded  at  all 
times. 

Among  the  most  depressing 
things  that  has  happened  in  the 
college  is  the  theft  of  a  piece  of 
sculpture  from  the  Overland  Bldg, 
last  week.  The  security  in  any  of 
the  ,  hree  buildings  is  non-exis- 
tanr.  It  has  cane  to  the  point 
where  anybody  who  wants  to  take 
something  out  of  the  building 
simply  has  to  anticipate  the  pro¬ 
per  time  to  remove  the  object  and 
steal  away.  Wallets, cameras  and 
smaller  objects  are  removed  on  a 
9  to  5  schedule.  The  larger  ob¬ 
jects  -change  machines ,  sculptures 
etc, are  removed  at  night  when 
only  a  lone  security  guard, a  hand¬ 
ful  of  the  most  driven  artists, 
and  a  kiwi  or  two  inhabit  the 
building . 

Most  students  seem  happy  to 
accept  their  fate  at  this  school. 

It  doesn't  seem  to  bather  the 
majority  of  students  whether  they 
have  a  food  service, are  sent  to 
classrooms  with  a  danger  of  the 
ceiling  falling  in  on  them, or  are 
surrounded  by  theives  as  they  walk 
from  class  to  class.  Most  of  these 
students  will  grow  into  the  adult 
world  to  become  the  same  type  of 
second  class  citizens  that  they 
have  established  themselves  as 
here. 

Mass  Art.  resembles  a  dinosaur; 
too  long  and  too  heavy  for  the  ad- 
ministation  to  be  able  to  respond 
quickly  enough  to  the  emergencies 
it  has  had  to  face  in  recent  weeks 
Unfortunately, the  administration 
realizes  the  percentage  of  students 
who  are  really  concerned  enough  to 
try  and  correct  the  most  oppressing 


m  most  circumstances  not  enough  of 
a  force  to"rock  the  boat". 

Recent  actions  to  inhibit  inde 
pendent  and  directed  study  programs, 
the  monitoring  of  the  outside  areas 
of  the  college-campus , if  you  prefer, 
are  two  examples -of  the  erosion  of 
our  academic  freedoms  that  has  been 
taking  place  here  and  will  continue 
to  be  taken  away  at  every. chance 
provided  to  the  administation  by  an 
apathetic  student  body.  Soon, all  of 
our  freedoms  to  pursue  our  endeavors 
will  be  gone  completely , and  then  we 

will  be  able  to  change  the  name  of 
this  institution  from  "Mass.  College 
Art"  to  "Mass  High  School  of  Art".

I  believe  it's  time  for  this  audi¬ 
ence  to  fully  mature  into  it's  role 
as  working, realistic, individuals  who 
are  gathering  educational  nutmeats 
for  future  storage-rather  than  sore 
pre-pubescent  lewer  level  revolution¬ 
aries  seeking  out  a  rather  minor  con¬ 
cern  when  we  are  facing  greater, 
graver  issues.

Students  and  Faculty  have  remarked 
that  the  Core  Program  is  a  poor 
foundation  upon  which  to  build  a 
stepping  block  for  the  more  sever¬ 
ely  intensified  professional  pro¬ 
grams. 

The  communications  between  Faculty 
and  Admini  station  in  ccworking  with 
decision  making  bodies  within  the 
school  are  constantly  conflicting, 
delaying  any  moves  to  resolve  cur¬ 
rent  problems.

After  a  little  over  a  semes¬ 
ter  at  Miss.  College  of  Art  I 
have  had  time  to  make  some  obser¬ 
vations  and  will  venture  to  make 
some  comments.  My  primary  concern 
is  that  I  feel  that  the  needs  of 
a  fraction  of  the  student  tody 
have  been  totally  ignored  in  the 
scheduling  of  classes.  The 
students  I  refer  to  are  those  of 
us  with  children.  We  are  most 
definitly  a  minority  but  probably 
there  are  more  of  us  than  most 
would  think  -  and  our  problems 
need  immediate  attention.  I 
understand  the  reasons  why  Mass. 

Art  is  unable  to  provide  day  care 
facilities  for  children  of  stu<-  - 
dents  and  faculty,  but  I  feel 
that  at  least  our  scheduls  could 
be  arranged  to  co-incide  with 
those  of  the  day  care  centers 
that  we  have  placed  our  children 
in.  The  two  to  six-thirty  studio 
classes  are  inconvienient  in  many 
different  ways  for  many  students 
but  the  parents  face  the  pro¬ 
blem  of  the  day  care  session 
ending  at  five  or  five-thirty. 

When  a  student  parent  has  to  clean 
up  and  leave  class  in  time  to  v 

arrive  at  their  child's  center 
by  five-thirty,  often  as  much  as 
two  hours  are  sliced  off  that 
studio  time.  For  many  parents  in 
school,  the  studio  time  is  pre¬ 
cious  -  very  often  the  only  time 
they  can  work  uninterrupted  in  the 
day  when  their  energy  is  high. 

The  situation  puts  many  of  us  in 
a  pressured  and  anxiety-producing 
position  which  is  not  only  frus¬ 
trating  but  can  adversely  affect 
our  work.  It  is  a  problem  shared 
by  sore  faculty  members,  best  ill¬ 
ustrated  last  semester  in  one  of 
my  classes  when  the  instructor's 
young  child  frequently  appeared 
for  the  last  hour  of  the  session. 

The  situation  is  unfair  for  both 
parents  and  their  children  and 


I  hope  steps  can  be  taken  to 
rectify  it. 

Secondly,  I  really  think  that 
if  the  Fat  City  Gazette  was  put 
together  with  more  maturity  it 
would  be  responded  to  by  a  larg¬ 
er  percentage  of  the  student  body. 
It  is  hard,  in  my  opinion  to  take 
seriously  a  newspaper  that  refers 
to  women  with  a  derogatory  term 
and  when  met  with  reaction  states 
that  the  term  was  merely  planted 
to  test  the  awareness  of  its 
reading  public.  Tricks  of  this 
sort  are  not  only  hard  to  be¬ 
lieve,  but  very  doubtfully  would 
be  judged  sound  literary  pra¬ 
ctice.  Along  the  same  line,  it 
has  always  been  my  understanding 
that  the  printing  of  anonymous 
letters  to  the  editor  is  consider¬ 
ed  bad  practice  and  is  not  done 
by  quality  publications.  I  realize 
that  if  this  was  a  standard  held 
by  the  FAT  CITY  GAZETTE  that 
letters  such  as  the  gem  in.  the 
last  issue  would  never  be  submit¬ 
ted.  The  letter  I  refer  to  is  the 
the  one  that  discusses  the  auth¬ 
ors  repulsion  and  fear  of  women 
who  have  hair  on  their  bodies. 

God  help  us  that  we  should  never 
be  deprived  of  sharing  thoughts 
as  enlightened  as  those.  I  be¬ 
lieve  that  anyone  willing  to 
expose  their  opinions  publicly 
should  have  the  integrity  to 
identify  themself  if  only  as 
proof  of  their  ovm  self-faith  and 
sincerity.

I  suppose  at  times  we  all  remem¬ 
ber  High  School  in  one  way  or  an¬ 
other.  I  know  I  do, and  now  that  I've 
entered  an  environment  totally  uni¬ 
que  to  me, I've  cane  up  with  some 
startling  reflections. 

I  remember  that  big  push  for 
grades  in  high  school.  I  remember 
as  the  years  progressed, running  my¬ 
self  ragged  in  pursuit  of  a  compli¬ 
mentary  grade.  I  also  remember  how 
futile  it  all  seemed. 

When  the  time  finally  arrived, I 
entered  MSA  and  discovered  the  pass/ 
fail  system.  This  system  struck  me 
as  being  extremely  innovative  and 
I  was  also  relieved  over  the  fact 
that  I  would  no  longer  have  to  cope 
with  the  pressure  of  getting  good, 
solid  heart  rendering  grades. 

Now  that  the  first  semester  has 
ended,  I  did  seme  more  reflecting  and 
came  up  with  some  second  thoughts. 

I  feel  the  pass/fail  system  works 
very  effectively  in  the  freshman 
core  program.  Most  of  the  freshmen 
are  being  exposed  to  ideas  which 
they  have  not  dealt  with  before.  It 
would  not  be  fair  to  evaluate  all 
freshmen  on  a  comparitive  scale  to 
each  other.  Naturally, a  student  with 
some  experience  in  a  particular 
area- will  have  a  strong  advan¬ 
tage  over  a  student  who  does  not, 
insofar  as  earning  credit. 

But  the  real  concern  is  upper¬ 
classmen  with  established  majors. 

How  is  a  distinction  going  to  be 
made  between  students?  How  can 
their  year ' s  of  work  be  evaluated 
effectively?  I  do  not  mean  a  compet- 
tive  evaluation  among  students, but 
rather  an  evaluation  that  relates 
a  student's  work  to  the  criteria  of 
the  program. 

The  evaluation  of  a  student's 
work  is  the  most  critical  aspect  of 
art  education  on  an  advanced  level. 
Hopefully  the  student  is  somewhat 
able  to  motivate  himself.  As  for 
myself , I  cannot  think  of  an  accept¬ 
able  solution.

Member  of  the  Exhibition  Comm. 

The  jurors  will  review  works 
once  a  month, picking  works  for  spe¬ 
cific  locations.  The  locations  are: 
three  front  grass  plots 
small  areas  beside  stairs  each 
side  of  two  min  doors 
back  "peace  garden"  area 
All  works  must  be  self-contained 
in  that  any  basing  necessary  is 
supplied  by  the  artist 
The  artist  is  responsible  for 
the  installation  and  removal  at 
designated  times.  Damage  must  not 
be  done  to  the  grounds  or  build¬ 
ing  in  the  installation  or  remov¬ 
al.  There  is  no  insurance  on  the 
work. 

The  jury  will, in  addition  to 
aesthetic  decisions , consider : 

if  the  work  can  be  easily  vandal¬ 
ized. 

if  the  work  is  likely  to  injure 
anyone , easi ly  toppled , dangerous . 
etc. 

Ihe  judges  my  designate  that  a 
work  my  be  in  place  for  more  than 
a  month.  The  scheduling  of  judging 
days  and  notification  will  be  posted 
every  month.
